And this ſpiritual Weakneſs, Bondage, and Fear, being 
made weak with the Waters of this World; they date

fing and grateful to their Princes. Hence 100 proceets 1s 
noxance and Blindneſs, when being blinded with the ark 
neſs of this World, they ſee nothing but earthly things. 


Wherefore, Our Saviour Chriſt, not without cauſe, did 
warn the Prelates of his Church in this manner. Tate 
Herd to your ſelves, leſt at any time your Hearts be over.
